Accordingly, the rejected independent claims have been amended to 
specifically recite a light-emitting plane and side planes. In angle formed by the 
side planes, the light inlet planes, is an acute angle. Certainly, a light inlet plane 
between side planes is not disclosed by Lindblad. Furthermore, Lindblad contains 
no disclosure of such side planes forming an acute angle. 

Applicants' Fig. 18 and Rg. 19 illustrates side planes 42a and 42b with light 
inlet plane 50a situated therebetween. Applicants' side planes 42a and 42b are 
planes which are distinct from Applicants' llght-emitling plane 44. 

Applicants note that Rg. 1 of Lindblad discloses side plane 22 and sid.e_p_la rLe 
28. However, if these two planes are said to correspond_tQ^ pplicants' side planes, 
then there is no structure in Lindblad which corresponds with Applicants^ ''liqht- 
reflectino plane above said light inlet plane".
